Amelia W. Trues- 
dell has a poem entitled “The Lost 
Jeannette,” and there are numerous 
other articles of ability, including 
several good stories.

In the House yesterday, Morse of 
Massachusetts nearly succeeded in 
preventing eny action on the Chinese 
bill for several weeks by interposing 
an objection to Page’s request for con- 
sent to have the Committee on Educa- 
tion and Labor called in advance of 
its regular turn, But Page overcame 
the difficulty in a manner which en- 
titles him to great credit. There were 
seventeen committees ahead of the 
Education and Labor Committee, 
each of which hada prior right to 
offer one bill or resolution for passage 
under a suspension of the rules, and 
each of them might consume at least 
three-fourths of an hour in the half- 
hour’s explanatory debate allowed on 
each motion and the time required for 
the quickest possible roll-call. When, 
therefore, it was found impracticable 
to advance the Chinese bill by com- 
mon consent, the prospect of get 
ting it before the House in 
regular order for passage under 
a suspension of the rules seem- 
ed hopeless. Page, however, was 
determined that the labor and energy 
in pushing the bill through the com- 
mittee last Wednesday, as a means of 
procuring its passage to-day, should 
not be rendered useless without ex- 
hausting all the possibilities for suc- 
cess, and he thereupon prevailed in an 
appeal to the Republican Chairmen of 
the seventeen committees, each in 
turn, to refrain from taking advantage 
ot to-day's call and thus give him a 
chance on behalf of the Committee on 
Education and Labor to offer the Chi- 
nese bill. The earnest personal ap- 
peals had the desired effect, for only 
five of the seventeen committees made 
use of their privilege, and the Chinese 
bill was brought before the House 
without. further difficrity at about the 
usual hour for adjournment. Page 
and Kasson closed the debate, and the 
rell-call on the question of the passage 
of the bill was begun at 5:40 P. u. 


There was great confusion at times, | 


and considerable angry feeling shown 
on both sides. 

After many irregularities, Willis 
sprang up and demanded to be heard 
on the question of personal privilege; 
but the Speaker baving recognized 
Page, that gentleman proceeded to 
speuk in support of the bill. He was 
soon interrupted by Cox of New York, 
who contended that it was unjust that 
opponents of the bill should bave no 
time for debate. After rather an angry 
colloquy with the Speaker, Cox sat 
down, protesting against the suppres- 
sion of Massachusetts. Page then 
took the floor, and, when order was 
partially restored, made a short speech. 
He wae followed by Kasson, who said 
he did not believe in the spirit in 
which the other side of the House had 
pressed this question, nor in the duty 
nor justness of Congress making itself 
a pack of hounds to hunt a race cre- 
ated by God and permitted to live 
on this earth [applause]. Congress 
was asked to assail a particular race of 
human beings; to separate them from 
all other races, to exclude them 
from our soil, and bring inte the 
United States a spirit of race 
persecution. After another scene of 
cenfusion, upon an attempt of the op- 
ponents of the measure to be heard, 
the rules were suspended and the bill 
assed—yeas 201, nays 37.

Hopes that he Will Yet be Found, 

Wasuineron, April 18. 

Secretary Hunt has received a dis- 
patch from Hoffman, Minister at St. 
Petersburg, under date of January 31, 
from Chief Engineer Mellville, written 
at a point on his way to the mouth of 
the Lena, 883 miles beyond Yakatsk. 
Hoffman states: “The Governor of 
this port appears to have shown much 
good will in sending your orders of 
January 15th to Mellville. The 
speed with which they went through 
to Yakutsk is remarkable. Lieuten- 
ant Danenhower telegraphs me, under 
date of January 28, from Krasmajarok, 
about 4,600 versts from St. Peters- 
burg, that he may be expected here 
about April 20.” Chief Engineer 
Mellville, in the letter referred to, 
says he has every reason to hope to 
find DeLong and his party. 


The Ford Brothers Sentenced to be 
Hung for the Murder of „esse James.
